One  hun- 
ed  and  one  students  stated 
finitely  that  they  did  not  ex- 
ct  to  get  married,  eight  hun- 
ed  and  ,  six  said  that  they  d' 
pect  to,  and  twenty-five  were 
doubt.

Carola  Goya 
To  Dance  Here 
Next  Monday 

Carola  Goya,  the  famous  Span¬ 
ish  dancer  who  is  to  give  a  red- 
tal  in  this  city  at  the  college 
auditorium  on  December  9,  has 
made  a  study  of  the  history  of  the 
dances  of  Spain  as  well  as  their 
technique.  Her  comments  upon 
the  Spanish  dance  are  almost  as 
interesting  as  her  illustrations 
thereof  on  the  stage. 

“Most  of  the  traditional  dances 
of  Spain.”  says  Senorita  Goya,  “ai’e 
folk  dances:  That  is,  they  were 
bi'iginally  spontaneous  dances 
of  the  common  people  danced 
for  pure  joy  or  to  express  some 
emotion,  or  to  fit  some  ceremonial 
occasion  such  as  a  wedding,  a 
christening  or  even  a  funeral.  In¬ 
deed.  the  wild  Jota  of  Ai'agon, 
strange  as  it  may  seem,  was,  at 
its  incepticTi,  danced  at  the  fun-  ; 
eral  of  an  infant,  although  this 
early  signifcance  does  not  attach 
to  it  today.! 

“While  Spanish  dancing  has 
nothing  in  ,  common  with  the  ' 
pseudo  —  psychological  dance 
'moods’  or  ‘expressions,’  supposed 
to  illustrate  various  abstractions,. ' 
which  have  become  common  m 
America  and  other  countries,  each 
Spanish  dance  is  definite  in  mean¬ 
ing  and  feeling,  having  sprung 
originally  frpm  the  state  of  mind  ] 
pf  the  dancer,  Seme,  perhaps  .the  : 
majority,  such  as  the  ^egrlas,  i 
Malpguena,  -Bulerias,  Gitanerias,  i 
etc,,  proceeded  out  of  sheer  liap-.  ;

Daniel  Whitehead  Hicky,  noted 
Atlanta  poet,  will  be  presented 
in  a  recital  of  his  poems  tonight 
by  the  entertainment  committee 
as  tlie  first  of  the  lecture  series 
sponsored  by  that  committee.  Mr. 
Hicky  will  remam  in  Georgia  only 
a  week  and  then  will  return  to 
New  York  to  fill  a  number  of  en¬ 
gagements;  During  his  stay  in 
Georgia  he  will  make  several 
talks. 

Mr.  Hicky’s  third  volume  of 
poetry  was  published  in  Septem¬ 
ber.  It  is  entitled  “Call  Back  to 
Spring.”  Last  week  he  was  invited 
to  read  several  poems  fi'om  the 
new  book  before  tlie  New  York 
Poetiy  Society,  Since  the  publica¬ 
tion  of  his  fl^t  book  in  1932,  for 
which  he  received  the  first  prize 
I  awarded  by  the  Poetry  Society  of 
,  America,  Mr.  Hicky’s  works  have 
received  wide  acclaim. 

His  second  book,  “Thirieen 
Sonnets  of  Georgia,”  was  publish¬ 
ed  In  1933  in  observation  of  the 
state’s  bicent^nial-  celebration. 
Only  a  llnUted  -  numb^  of  copies 
of  the  biook- were-' printed,  and 
MCh  Is  personally  autographed  by 
the  author  and  the  illustrator, 
Conidla  Cunningham.  Otf  the 
thousand  copies  printed,  only  950 
were  offered  for  sale. 

Mr.  Hicky’s  first  book,  “Bright 
Harijor,”  was  published  in  1932 
and  won  the  first  prize  awarded 
by  the  Poetry  Society  of  America. 
Acording  the  comments  published 
In  the  Poetry  Review,  London: 
“One  is  surprised  to  learn  that 
“Bright  Harbor”  is  Mr.  ,  Hicky’s 
first  published  volume.
